Under authority of Law No. 13. 1868, which took effect from the 15th September, 1868, there 
is leviable, in respect of the said Lighthouse, a duty at the rate of 2d. per ton register of every ship 
or vessel not exceeding 500 tons of burden, which shall enter inwards at the Customs of Port Natal, 
and, in addition to said duty, for every vessel or ship exceeding 500 tons register, a duty after the 
rate of 1d. a ton for every ton register over said 500 tons burden.

If steam be got up on requisition of the commander, owner, or agent of a vessel, or of any 
person acting on their behalf, and if the services of the tug should not subsequently be required, or 
should the tug be unable to perform the service required, owing to the setting in of bad weather, 
or to any accident, a charge of £4 10s. will be made. 

In blowing weather, an extra charge of £2 will be made, within the outer anchorage, or a 
circle of eleven fathoms of water around it, for vessels up to two hundred tons, and 1s. per ton for 
each ton over. 

In moderate weather, a charge of £4 per mile, and in blowing weather of £6 per mile, will be 
made for towing beyond the anchorage. 

Should the tug take a vessel in tow, and subsequently, owing to bad weather, adverse wind, or 
other circumstances, be compelled to cast her off, the full charge for towing a vessel will be made. 

The Pioneer is not adapted for cargo, but when goods are taken on board, the charge will be 
7s, 6d. per ton, and the Government cannot be responsible for any damage which may occur to them. 

The charge for towing lighters in or out will be £4 for one lighter for each trip out or in, and 
£1 10s. for each additional lighter, the owners being jointly and severally responsible for the pay- 
ment.

Steam will be got up to convey passengers only, on the sum of £5 for each trip being duly 
yuaranteed ; and she will be at liberty to take passengers or goods on board when employed in tow- 
ing vessels. 

All passengers and all goods required to be conveyed by the Pioneer, must be conveyed to and 
from that vessel in the boats of the consignees of the ship on whose account the tug is engaged for 
such purpose. 

Any detention of the tug by ships, passengers, or boats, over one hour, will be charged for at 
the rate of £3 for each hour entered on. 

For towing vessels from the usual anchorage near the Custom House to the Bluff Channel, a 
charge of £5 will be made, provided the time does not exceed one hour, and £3 for each hour 
entered on over that time. 

Vessels required to be so moved, must first be warped to the tug at her moorings. 

If the Government warps are used, a charge of £1 per hour will be made; and if they be wil- 
fully or carelessly chafed or cut, a sum of £1, on the joint responsibility of the owner, captain, or 
agent, will be made. 

All applications for the services of the tug in this respect must be made in writing to the 
Port Captain, and be signed by the commander or owner, or agent of the vessel, who will be held 
conjointly responsible for the expense.

LETTERS OF NATURALIZATION 
Are granted to Aliens under Law No. 1, of 1860, upon payment of a sum of Five Pounds Sterling. 





EXCISE DUTIES. 


Under Section 1, of Law No. 23, 1866 (vide Government Notice No. 58, 1867), an Excise 
Duty of Four Shillings per Gallon, not exceeding proof, was leviable upon all spirits distilled: in 
the Colony, and so on in proportion for any greater strength than the strength of proof, before their 
removal for home consumption. 

Under authority of Law No. 14, 1868, which came into force on the 22nd of October, 1868, 
is leviable upon every gallon of rum or other spirits of hydrometer proof, as denoted by the hy- 
drometer called “ Sykes’s Hydrometer,” already made and distilled in this Colony, in respect whereof 
duty. shall not have been already paid, or which shall thereafter be made or distilled in this Colony, 
the duty of Two Shillings and Sixpence sterling, and so in proportion for any greater or less 
quantity. Provided, that upon-spirits distilled by any owner or occupier of any land, from any 
grapes, peaches, figs or other fruit, being the bond fide produce of such land, there shall be. paid. in- 
stead, a duty: at the rate of Ten Shillings for every gallon of the working capacity of the still so 
used, for each: and every month during which, or portion of which, such still shall. be in operation, 
such duty’ to be paid by the said owner or occupier before commencing to distil.

LAND REVENUE. 


By Government Notice of 21st March, 1849, it was directed that each farm granted under the 
conditions of the Proclamations of 10th February, 1848, and of 16th February, 1849, was charge- 
able from the date of approval of the inspection, with a provisional annual quit-rent of £3. 

By Proclamation of 7th July, 1856, was proclaimed, that the unappropriated country lands of 
the Crown would be disposed of, on the conditions thereafter set forth, in farms of from 50 to 3000 
acres in extent, according to the nature of the soil and the locality, on payment of an annual quit- 
rent of not less than £6 on every farm so granted. 

By Proclamation of 29th April, 1857, the regulations set forth in said Proclamation of 7th 
Jely, 1856, were annulled, and others substituted, viz. :— 
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LAND REVENUE—(conlinued ). 


Class 1. Unappropriated Crown Lands in the Counties of Klip River, Weenen, Umvoti, and 
Pietermaritzburg (exclusive of Ward No. 6 of the last County), and also in that portion of the 
Division now called Upper Umkomanzi, not being nearer than forty miles from the sea shore, would 
be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 3000 acres, on condition of occupation, and at a per- 
petual annual quit-rent of one farthing per acre. 


Class 2. Unappropriated Crown Lands in the Counties of Victoria and Durban, and in the 
Division now called Lower Umkomanzi, as also in that portion of the Division now called Upper 
Umkomanzi, being within forty miles of the sea shore, would be granted on condition of occupation, 
and as follows :— 


Ist. Unappropriated lands, situated within 20 miles of the sea shore, and 30 miles of the 
Port of Durbar, would be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 300 acres, at a 
perpetual annual quit-rent of two pence half-penny per acre. 


2nd. Unappropriated lands, situated beyond 30 miles of the Port of Durban, and within 20 
miles of the sea-shore, would be granted in farms not exceeding an area of 60() acres, 
at a perpetual annual quit-rent of one penny farthing per acre. 


3rd. All other unappropriated lands, included in Class 2, would be granted in farms not 
exceeding an area of 1000 acres, at a perpetual annual quit-rent of three farthings 
per acre; but on all farms granted as above, and not occupied, there shall be payable 
annually, during non-occupation, a fine per acre of four times the amount of quit-rent 
per acre, and in addition to the said quit-rent. 


Finally, by Proclamation of 2nd July, 1858, said Proclamation of 29th April, 1857, was 
revoked, and proclaimed that henceforth the Crown Lands of this Colony will be disposed of under 
the following conditions :— 


1. The unappropriated Crown Lands in this Colony will be sold in Freehold, and by Public 
Auction only. 

2. Unless it is otherwise notified, the upset price for such sales will be four shillings (4s.) per 
acre, but the Governor for the time being will have the power to fix such higher upset 
price as the locality, or other circumstances, may render expedient, of which due notice 
will always be publicly given. 

3. Persons desirous of becoming purchasers will apply, in writing, to the Colonial Secretary, 
respecting the land they wish to have put up for sale; stating in what Division it is situ- 
ated, and, as far as practicable, its position, boundaries, and probable extent. 

These applications, after being recorded in the Colonial Office, will be transmitted to the 
Surveyor General, who, if he see no objection to the land being disposed of, will call 
upon the applicant to deposit with him the probable expense of the survey ; which expense 
will be borne by the eventual purchaser. 

4. Should the applicant not become the purchaser, the amount deposited hy him will be 
refunded when paid by the eventual purchaser; but should no sale take place, no refund 
can be made. 

5. Lands offered for sale will be advertised for one month in the Government Gazetle, at the 
expiration of which time they will be sold by Public Auction. 

6. Ten per cent of the purchase money, together with the surveying expenses, must be paid 
on the day of sale, and the balance within one calendar month thereafter ; in default of 
which the ten per cent. and surveying expenses so paid will be forfeited to the Colonial 
Treasury. |

For any contravention of the regulations under this Proclamation, where no special provision 
is made, the party contravening is liable to a fine not exceeding £5, or imprisonment not exceeding 
one month. 

All fines and penalties imposed by these regulations are recoverable in the Court of the Re- 
sident Magistrate who has jurisdiction in the division within which such contravention may have 
taken place.

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REPORT OF THE ACTING SUPERINTENDENT OF EDUCATION FOR 
THE YEAR 1868, 





1. Owing to the continued depresssion in the affairs of the Colony, no steps have been taken 
during the year 1868 towards increasing the number of the schools maintained exclusively by the 
Government: the four existing have been simply kept up, viz., two high schools and two 
primary schools. 

2. The High School at Pietermaritzburg has had an average attendance during the year of 29; 
while the average attendance during 1867 was 48: this decrease is to be attributed chiefly to the fact 
that the school has had no settled head-master since Mr. Calder left it at the end of the first quarter 
of 1867, and there is fair ground for hoying that when the question of the mastership is settled, the 
school will regain its members. 

3. The High School at Durban has had an average attendance of 32, There was a vote on the 
Estimates of 1868 of £700, for building rooms for this school ; and it is to be regretted, that in the 
depressed state of the revenue, it has not been found advisable to use this sum of money. The school 
cost the Government, during 1868, the sum of £352, while the school fees paid into the Treasury 
amounted to £292 8s. The school has therefore cost the Colony less than £60. There is no doubt 
that, with proper buildings, or even with larger rooms hired by the Government, and with an assistant 
master, its able and most zealous head master would at least double the present number of his scholars, 
with very little, if any, increase of expense. 

4, Both the Primary Schools belonging to the Government show a decrease in their average 
attendance. In the Government School at Pietermaritzburg the attendance has declined from 104 
in 1867 to 100 in 1868, whiie at Durban the attendance has been 94 against 113 in 1867. In the 
Pietermaritzburg School some changes have been made in the arrangement to meet the wishes of 
parents to have their boys and girls kept apart while at school. In the Durban School an assistant 
teacher has been compelled to leave, in consequence of ill-health; and on the report of the head 
master that the efficiency of the school would not suffer, the vacancy has not been filled up. 

5. Of aided schools there have been 52 during the year, an increase of nearly 24 per cent. over 
the number (42) of aided schools in 1867. 

6. There have been 20 itinerant teachers in the three counties, Klip River, Weenen, and the 
Umvoti, where this system is still in existence. 

7. Delays and omissions in the yearly returns make it difficult to ascertain how many children 
have attended the schools in 1868: at the end of the year, however, at which period the average 
attendance is lowest, owing to the heat, wet, sickness, and agricultural work, the numbers on the 
school books were 1,144 boys and 753 girls, making together 1,897 scholars, while the average 
attendance during the entire year has been 1,491; the largest average attendance hitherto reached, 
and larger than last year’s by 200. There have been 76 schools at work, and consequently the average 
attendance at each school has been over 19. 

8. The total cost of all the schools to the Government has been £3,998 16s. 8d., against 
£3,878 5s. in 1867, an excess over 1867 of £120. The approximate cost to the people in fees and 
contributions during the year 1868 was £3,390 2s, 3d., consequently we have,—

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9. It is always a difficult matter to ascertain accurately the amount of private aid, made up, as it 
is, of house-room and school-room and board, as well as of fees and contributions in money or in kind ; 
but, as this unestimated aid is about the same from year to year, the variation in the estimated amount 
of private aid may be fairly taken as a gauge of increasing or decreasing effort on the part of the colo- 
nists in support of their schools. Last year, viz., 1867, the private aid was estimated at £2,666 ; this 
year it has risen to £3,390, a sum higher by £300 than the estimated sum in 1864, the best year until 
the present since these statistics began to be collected, viz., 1860.

Were sold, the rest were distributed to the Schools: ; the amount paid into the Treasury for the sale of 
books was £59 10s. 11d. 

J1. While adhering to the rule of gradually withdrawing aid from the City Schools, the Govern- 
ment has found, in the course of 1868, exceptional reasons for putting the St. Saviour’s School on the 
same footing as the other denominational schools in Pietermaritzburg ; in the same manner, while the 
present system exists, the Roman Catholic School at Durban seems to have a claim to the assistance 
which its sister school at Pietermaritzburg already receives, and the more so because when the Rey. 
Father Sabon left for Europe to seek aid in his work of teaching, he had reason to rely on assistance 
from the Government in case he was able to found his present school. 

12. Another departure from the rule seems almost forced upon the Government, so long as the 
Municipalities take no share in the education of the children in their cities. A Coolie population is 
settled in Durban, and along the Coast, and has no means of education save such as are supplied by 
the zeal of religious bodies, and yet these people should be educated as well as the native race, if only 
as a matter of good policy. The Rev. Ralph Stott has formed a small School for Coolies in Durban, 
and it needs and deserves assistance to increase its usefulness, 

13. Passing to the list of schools aided by the Government during 1868. In the County of Pie- 
termaritzburg, Miss Raw, having left St. Andrew’s, holds school in the new building at St. Saviour’s, 
and had, at the end of the year, 95 names on the School Register, t.e., the largest number of 
any school in the Colony, with the exception of the two primary Government Schools. 

14. The school in Chapel Street, though improving, has had a low average through the year, and 
the grant should be reduced. 

15. At Richmond the people prefer to have separate schools for their boys and girls, The 
average attendance at the existing school has not risen above 11 during 1868; the grant should, there- 
fore, be divided,—a part retained fur the present Master, while another part should go to support a 
school for girls, which has already been set on foot. 

16. At New Hanover the Master is the Pastor of the German Settlement; and, while of use to 
the group of families around it, the school hardly supplies the wants of other families in the vicinity. 
The average attendance during the past year has been 15, and not higher than 18 during the years 
1865, 1866, and 1867; this grant should be reduced. 

17. The school at Broughton, held in a new chapel built by the Wesleyans, began to receive a 
grant in 1868. It is prospering, under the charge of Mr. Mason, and had 41 pupils at the end of the 
year, with an average throughout the year of 28, and bids fair to make a claim for a higher grant in a 
short time. : 

18, In Durban County the Mansion House was a well-managed school, and provided a superior 
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education for girls in the town of Durban. Its Mistress—Mrs. Smith—had a public school at Clair- 
mount, afterwards she opened a private school in Durban, and to this school a grant was made in 1868; 
she has been obliged to leave the Colony. There is difficulty in selecting among the many private 
schools in Pietermaritzburg or in Durban the worthiest to receive Government aid; and, as the Go- 
vernment has intimated its intention of gradually withdrawing its grants to City Schools, it is advisable 
to suffer this grant to fall to the ground. | 

19. The Berea has had a vote of £70 for its public school since 1866; its average attendance 
during 1865, 1866, and 1867 was 29, and the yearly subscription, during the same period, a little over 
£50. In 1868 the grant was reduced to what it had been in 1865, viz., to £50; the average atten- 
dance, during 1868, has not been higher than 23, with a subscription of only £29; there is no sign of 
increased activity, and therefore no reason for maintaining the grant above the scale according to 
which the grant should be—£36. Girls have ceased to attend the school. If it be thought that the 
Berea should have a larger grant, perhaps it might be the best course to aid a girl’s school there. 

20. At Addington the school, in like manner, is used by boys only, and the average attendance 
has been 15. The grant to the school should be reduced, and a small grant given to a girl’s school 
which is in existence there. 

21. Sydenham has had a grant of £70 since 1864. The average attendance for three years end- 
ing with 1867 was 38, and the yearly subscription about £49. In 1868 the average attendance was 
38, and the subscription £47. The grant was reduced to £50 in 1868, and there seems no reason for 
altering it. 

22. New Germany, with a grant of £50, had an average attendance. of 22 at the end of 1867. 
On the promise of greater activity, the grant was continued through the year 1868, and the average 
of attendance has been considerably raised ; still, on the whole year, the average has not exceeded 25, 

23. The schools at Isipingo and Clairmont, whose grants were reduced during 1868, have made 
good their claim to have their grants of £50 and £36 respectively restored. | 

24. At the Lower Umkomazi the school lost its master after a long illness. Mrs. Shooter then 
took charge of it, and is doing well. The attendance has increased from 12 to 28, and the school is 
well supported by the neighbourhood. 

25. At Ifafa the school ceased for awhile in consequence of the sudden departure of its master. 
It has, in a measure, been kept together by the voluntary exertions of the Rev. Seth B. Stone, the 
American Missionary at that place. The School-house is out of repair, the school in a diminished 
state is kept at Mr. Stone’s. A reduced grant would be of good service. 

26. In Klip River County the residents have resolved to establish a good boarding school at 
Ladysmith ; liberal support has been promised, and the valuable services of the Rev. W. O. Newn- 
ham engaged. The object, hitherto not attained, of founding a good boarding school in Klip River 
18 80 important, that the Government has consented to give Ladysmith another trial, and has met the 
promises and efforts which have been made, by proposing a grant of £75 for 1869. 

27. In Victoria County, the school at Victoria had a grant of £50. It was among the schools 
mentioned in last year’s report for reduction. The inhabitants, decreasing in number, have made no 
effort to retain the grant, and for the present it should be withdrawn. 

28. The people of Verulam are active in the cause of education. They have two public schools 
which they maintain with spirit, and at no small cost. The Infant School was built in spite of many 
discouragements, a heavy debt on it has been steadily diminished, and will be shortly discharged. The 
room is no longer large enough for its scholars. The Committee is preparing to increase the accom- 
modation, and merits assistance in its efforts, if the Government can spare money for this object. 

29. In the Umvoti, Greytown has drawn a grant of £80 since 1863, This liberal grant was made 
with a view to the establishment of a good boarding-school; the plan has not, however, succeeded, 
and the attendance, up to 1867, was about 21, while the subscriptions did not emeeed an average of 
£40. As the attendance and subscriptions continued low, the grant was reduced in the course of 1868, 
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and part of it transferred to a girl’s school, which seemed to be doing good work. There has been no 
sion of renewed vitality except in the form of a proposal to revive a local committee to inquire into, 
and report on, the causes of the present apathy, and to suggest remedies. 

30. Hermansberg alone has, up to the present time, succeeded in maintaining a boarding-school 
for the children of our colonists. The difficulty in the way of our securing this class of schools, viz., 
the want of proper buildings, has been overcome in this instance, by the fact that a house had been 
built for the purpose of boarding and teaching the children of the gentlemen of the Hanoverian Mis- 
sion who were working in Zululand. The school was opened to the children of the colonists generally, 
and received a grant of £50 in 1868. The applications for admissions are numerous and increasing, 
and can only be met by increased expenditure on buildings, and by obtaining more masters. These 
expenses the authorities at the Station are ready to incur, if the Government will assist them. 

31. At Weenen the Government had the same object in view, viz.: by a liberal grant, and careful 
selection of a teacher, to secure a boarding-school for the families in the county; nevertheless, there 
has been no corresponding effort on the part of the people, and the grant of £80 was reduced to £36 
in 1868, while a portion of it (£25) was transferred to Estcourt, in the same county, which was ready 
to support a master.* 

32. As regards itinerant grants, there have been no applications for a long time for these grants 
in the County of Pietermaritzburg; and the two which remained on the Estimates of 1868 may as 
well be withdrawn. In Weenen County, and the Umvoti, there is an effort to get fixed schools, and 
there is reason to hope that in 1869 two or three such schools will be established. 

33. In the meantime the service rendered by the itinerant grants is, in some instances, so slight 
as to render it doubtful whether, under our present difficulties, the full number of grants should be 
continued. | 

34, Though the attention of the itinerant teachers has been drawn to the necessity of gathering 
more children around them, it appears from the returns of last quarter that two itinerant teachers had 
only four scholars each, one had five, only three had more than ten. 

35. The Government has desired that as the itinerants move to new houses they are to under- 
stand that the grant will not be continued unless they get together at least ten scholars of more than 
one family. 

36. In Klip River there is at present no sign, except in Ladysmith, of a desire to have stationary 
schools: in that county, therefore, the full number of itinerant grants may be retained, but as 
regards Weenen and the Umvoti two grants in each county might be taken away without injury, if a 
vote for “new and additional grants” on the Estimates for 1869 be passed, so that provision can be 
made for stationary schools as they spring up. 

37. The restoration of this vote to the [IXstimates was urged in the Report of 1867. It is not 
always possible at the time when the Estimates are preparad to anticipate the amount of aid which 4 
school may require in a young and shifting community such as ours, nor to foresee where a demand 
for a school may arise. 

88. In the course of the year 1868 a change has been made in the manner of issuing the school- 
books in charge of this department. Under the present plan the Messrs. Davis & Sons take charge 
of the stock, and issue it to the order of the Superintendent for five per cent. of the selling price of 
the stock thus issued by them: a plan which allows more time for other work in the office of the 
Superintendent, without any sensible increase of expense. 

39. Cases occur from time to time in which Masters leave their Schools without giving any notice, 
or very short notice, to their Committees, or to the Superintendent: it might be intimated in all future 
appointments that the Master must give three months’ notice, in order to warrant his drawing the 
salary up to the date of his leaving.

* At the moment when this report was going in, a letter has arrived from Weenen promising amendment and renewed 
exertion. Ist Feb., 1869. 
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40. Beside the High Schools at Pietermaritzburg and Durban, and the public schools at Her- 
mansberg, Verulam, and Ladismith, we have several private schools in the Colony, which undertake 
to give their scholars a fair middle-class education ; and the time seems to have come when we might 
avail ourselves of help from home by introducing the system of middle-class examinations. Probably 
for a year or two we might not meet with much success, or gain much credit; butif the system be once 
fairly introduced, in the first place, the yearly examination would be a definite object towards which 
our middle class schools would be working, and again a wholesome competition would spring up be- 
tween school and school, and between public schools and private schools, and rewards such as exhibi- 
tions for two or three years might be offered by the Legislature, or appointments in the Government 
offices reserved for the best scholars of the year. 

41. Recurring to a matter mentioned in last year’s report, we require some aid from the Legisla- 
ture to secure teachers for our schools. Here and there a scholar shows an aptitude for teaching: 
we want some slight aid to enable a scholar such as this to remain at school for two or three years as a 
pupil teacher, until he or she has age and experience sufficient to take charge of a school. 

42. The reductions in the grants rendered necessary by the state of the revenue have, in some 
cases, doubtless caused great inconvenience, but there can be no doubt that, speaking generally, the 
schools have not suffered; this is proved not only by the general increase in numbers, and private 
subscriptions, throughout the year, but by the reports which have been sent in from the schools 
affected: in almost all cases the fear or fact of reduction has stimulated exertion; the number of the 
scholars has been raised, and the schools have received more support in fees and contributions. 

43. Beside the changes already suggested the following places are recommended for grants in aid 
of schools on the Estimates of 1869 :—F ort. Nottingham, Boston Mills, Lion’s River, Du Plessis Laager. 
Stony Hill, Mooi Plaats, Harmony, Albert, a second grant to Little Umhlanga, the renewal of a 
grant to Little Tugela, and a grant to Umbilo.

gold, of sovereigns and half-sovereigns ; in silver, of crowns, half-crowns, florins, shillings, sixpences, 
fourpenny and threepenny pieces; and in copper, of pence and halfpence. . 

The coins in circulation have not in any way been defaced, altered, diminished, or augmented in 
their respective values. 

There are Indian rupees in circulation to a small amount, which pass current for two shillings 
each.

The Natal Bank has power to increase to £500,000, from time to time, as may be found expedient ; 
and to amalgamate with any other Banking Institution. 

The nominal Capital of the London and Natal Bank is in 15,000 shares of £20 each, in all 
£300,000, of which 8,000 shares are subscribed for up to the present time. It is the intention to call 
up £150,000 only; the remaining £150,000 is a liability of the shareholders to the customers of the 
Bank ; in other words, a surety fund. 


ACCOUNTS. 


All accounts, both public aud private, are rendered in this Colony in British money ; and biddings 
at Land and other Sales by Auction are made also in British money. 
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WEIGHTS. 


Weights of the Imperial Standard were legalised and brought into use in this Colony under the 
Ordinance No. 1], 1852. 

Among the Dutch inhabitants, and in their commerce with the English, weights of the standard 
of Amsterdam are occasionally used ; the proportion being 92lbs. Dutch to 100lbs. English.
